How’Castro Controls the Cuban Press: Publi

HE status of the Cuban press is the 

.*most complex and intolerable in the 
history of our hemisphere. There is no 
official censorship and the governnient 
asserts that editors are free to publish 
whatever. they S¢e fit. But the exercise 
of that right is so fenced in with acts 
of coercion and dangers, which are so 
numerous and persistent; that publishing 
_is an unspeakable torture. 

In order to exércise his rights an 
editor must become a hero, if not a 
*martyr\) 

To begin with, there is the official 
competition. The top news stories, the 
.most impertant- decrees, and official 
statements which influence national life, 
appear exclusively in. the ‘newspaper 
Heebotion. 


* One-example,. among many. others, 
was the, exclusive publication by Revo. 
lution of the Agrarian Reform Law, 
even before it appeared in the Official 
“ Gaaette, The prime minister end his

principal collaborators go to the news 
room of the Revolucion -personally to 
issue far-reaching statements of policy. 

But this is only one of the obstacles 
placed in the Wayof the few independent 
newspapers still appearing in Cuba. Any 
newspaperman. who differs with the 
prime minister or one of his collabora 
tors. is- immediately-insulted-by the Gov 
ernment press; threats are made against 
his property ‘and frequently against his 
life. -
